SCHOOL COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


Fetiow Citizens :—<As the time has arrived in which it is ex- 
pected that your committee should make known to you the condi- 
tion of the various schools in town, it is with mingled feelings of 
pleasure and regret that they sit down to review and report the 
proceedings of the past year. In many instances they have taken 
great pleasure in witnessing the faithfulness and diligence of teach- 
ers, and the good and commendable progress of the scholars under 
their charge ; while on the other hand they have to regret that there 
have not been found, in some instances, that faithfulness and tact 
in teaching that were at first expected ; and it is a painful necessity 
that compels them to add, that in one or two instances the good 
order, improvement and interests of the schools have been broken 
in upon and interrupted by the ill-judged interference of parents. 
They, however, take pleasure in saying that upon the whole, they 
are prepared to report favorably of the good improvement and suc- 
cess of our different schools. 

It has been the desire of your committee not to approbate any 
who were not qualified to give suitable instruction in all those 
branches of education usually taught in our common schools, and 
several were refused certificates of approbation. But after all, we 
must know that something more is needed than mere literary qual- 
ifications ; there must be system and orcer; there must be a place 
and a time for every thing, and every thing must be in its place, 
and done in its time ; and more than all, a teacher must be such as 
can command the respect and confidence of the scholars; dignified, 
self-possessed, and ever ready to give an answer to all the various 
questions which will be asked, and a reason also for that answer ; ~ 
without these no school can be successful, and we cannot look for 
any but disa tments. 

It was hig atifying to find that in some districts many of the 
parents were Sufficiently interested in the welfare of their children, 
to visit the school and see for themselves what was passing within ; 
_while, on the other hand, it was no less painful to witness the ap- 
parent neglect or indifference of others. 

We cannot expect that children will be very much interested in 
that in which their parents manifest little interest. Children learn 
much more readily by imitation and example, than by precept; if 


we 
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we wish for their improvement and success, we must show them 
by our example that we greatly desire it. Your committee cannot 
but feel that there has been a very great deficiency in this respect, 
and would exhort all parents to take more interest in visiting and 
encouraging both the children and their teachers. 

They feel constrained to say that there is much need, in some 
districts, of doing something to promote the comfort, convenience 
and happiness of the children, while at school. The dilapidated 
and woful condition of some school houses, show but too plainly 
that education is soon to die; and school houses will only be nam- 
ed among the things that were. A word to the wise, however, is 
sufficient. 

» In making out the table of statistics, they found that full reports 
from all the schools had not been received, which will sufficiently 
account for all the errors and deficiencies found therein. 

The following remarks are submitted by the individual members 
of the committee on those districts under their own personal in- 
spection, 


District No. J. Agent, Mr. Lewis Green. Summer term 
taught by Miss Martha W. Raymond, of Merrimack. Miss Ray- 
mond, by her mild and easy manner, succeeded in winning the love 
and confidence of her scholars, who appeared ever ready to render 
cheerful obedience to all her requirements. ‘This school appeared 
well at the closing examination, and the district manifested their 
satisfaction by retaining Miss Raymond some weeks in a subscrip- 
tion school. 

The winter term, taught by Miss C. B. Fowler. Miss Fowler 
commenced her school under favorable cireumstances. The schol- 
ars from the first manifested a lively interest, and seemed to be de- 
termined to improve well their time ; being confident that they had 
a teacher well qualified for her station. ‘The closing examination 
did not disappoint in all that was expected. ‘The scholars had made 
rapid progress, and what is more, seemed to understand well what 
they had learned. Reading, writing, and map drawing were par- 
ticularly marked as manifesting good improvement,

District No. Il. Agent, Mr. Freeman Nichols, Summer term 
taught by Miss Georgiana Nichols. ‘This school was visited but once 
in the course of the term. ‘lhe order was good, and the scholars 
generally appeared well. It was pleasant to find that the teacher 
had succeded so well in making her scholars speak loud and dis- 
tinct ; and it was apparent that special pains had been taken with 
the reading and spelling lessons. In other branches it was not so 
manifest. ’ 

Winter term taught by Mr. Edward A. Gage. Many of the 
scholars were large, and it was observed that the order was not so 
good as could have been desired. Mr. Gage seemed to be some- 
what embarrassed, and his school probably did not appear so well 
as it might under different circumstances. He labored hard, and we 
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trust not without success. It is but just to say that professional du- 
ties prevented a closing visit. 


District No. III. Mr. Robert French, Agent. The summer 
term was taught by Miss Nancy Spalding, who possesses those rare 
qualities so necessary for a successful teacher. ‘The government 
was mild, but efficient. The scholars were interested and happy, 
and attainments were made very creditable to the teacher, and ve- 
ry satisfactory to the committee. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Ann E. Riddle. The school 
was rather too large to be easily governed by a female, but by the 
energy and efficiency of the teacher, the school appeared very or- 
derly, and the examination gave evidence of a good degree of pro- 
gress, on the part of the scholars. It is the opinion of your 
committee that this school deserves a better house, at any rate, one 
that will afford more desirable protection during some of our stormy 
days, than the present one. 


District No. IV. Mr. S. Page, agent. Summer and winter 
terms kept by Miss M. A. Nevens. Miss Nevens is a teacher of 
much experience. Her commanding appearance, united with a 
mild and amiable disposition, are sufficient guarantees of success. 
We noticed a continual progress in all the branches studied. ‘The 
improvement was such as should, and we believe did, give univer- 
sal satisfaction to the district. We noticed perfect order, which is 
very necessary, if we expect any considerable progress. The an- 
swers given in arithmetic, geography, grammar, &c. were prompt, 
and with all the correctness of veterans. On the whole, this school 
is a model for others. We were happy to learn, and hope it may 
prove true, that the district are about to enlarge their school house, 
as it is very much needed. Children, in order to learn, must have 
a plenty of room and plenty of air. This district raised by sub- 
scription, enough to keep their school several weeks between the 
summer and winter terms, for which we think they were well re- 


paid. 


District No. V. J. B. Holt, Esq., agent. Summer term kept 
by Miss Swain, a young lady of not much experience as a teacher. 
Miss Swain seemed to be determined, at the commencement, to re- 
store that good order which had been lost by those who preceded 
her, but was not enabled to do so in full. ‘There was, however, 
some improvement in the order, and considerable improvement in 
those branches which were studied. 

Winter term kept by Mr. Hiram D. Woods. Mr. Woods seems 
to be well qualified as a teacher. This school has made consider- 
able improvement, for the time. The winter term was short, being 
but seven weeks. We are happy in learning that the district will 
continue this school five weeks by subscription, which we think will 
be of great advantage to the school. We think that Mr. Woods 
will be able, by the expiration of that time, to restore the school to 
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order, and place it in a good condition for the summer term. At 
the examination, the answers generally were given with prompt- 
ness. We noticed some very good readers, and some yery bad 
ones. We hope those who were deficient will exert themselves if 
thev are not able to attend the summer school, so that they may be 
enabled to stand by the side of those more advanced, We think 
that Mr. Woods is destined to rank high among our teachers. We 
hope a small amount will be expended in repairing the school- 
house. 


District No. VI. Agent, Mr. John Russell. Summer term 
taught by Miss M. R. Crooker. Miss C. unfortunately had not that 
self-possession that would have inspired her pupils with that confi- 
dence which was requisite for them, to show what improvement 
they had made. They were, however, generally prompt in an- 
swering questions, and seemed to understand well what they had 
passed over. 

Winter term taught by Miss Emily R. Towne. It not being pos- 
sible for the committee to visit Miss Towne’s school, they have 
nothing to report, further than that they had the utmost confidence 
in her abilities to teach, and from her experience, her self-posses- 
sed and dignified appearance, they trust her schonhy was all that 
could be desired. 


District No. VII. Agent, Mr. Fosdick. ‘The summer term 
was taught by Miss Persis A. Winn, who labored hard for the good 
of the school. Considering the circumstances of the district, her 
success was very creditable. ‘The scholars seemed studious and 
well disposed, and made very good progress in the several branches 
studied. Nothing prevents this school from ranking deservedly 
high, but the shortness of the school terms and the unwise inter- 
ference of parents. Much is said about the appropriate sphere of 
woman ; but without deciding in this matter very definitely, we still 
think any woman occupies rather an unenviable place, who is so 
lost to a sense of propriety, as to enter a district school house, and 
by violence in a boisterous manner interfere with the teacher in the 
proper discipline of her school. 

The winter term was taught by Mr. A. G. Robbins. At the first 
visit of the committee, the school appeared well. The teacher was 
laboring faithfully, and the scholars were very orderly and studi- 
ous, and a very profitable and pleasant term was anticipated. Could 
the people of the district have consented to let the school alone, we 
believe all would have gone well. But where a course is pursued 
to ruin a school, such as was adopted there, no teacher can entirely 
counteract its evileffects. But by the energetic efforts of the teach- 
er, aided by the efficiency of the agent,—whose efforts entitle him 
to great credit—with the assistance of the constable, the school was 
continued to its close, notwithstanding all the efforts, seen and un- 
seen, made to break it up. 


Districr No. VIII. Agent, Mr. Jacob Burnap. The summer 
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term was taught by Miss Eliza M. Winn. This is a small, but very 
pleasant school. Its appearance was highly creditable both to 
teacher and scholars. ‘Lhe recitations gave good evidence of well 
directed application. 

The winter term was taught by Mr. A. G. Gilson. This was a 
short, but very profitable term. ‘The teacher was peculiarly suc- 
cessful in awakening a deep interest in the studies pursued. ‘The 
branches that particularly attracted the notice of the committee, 
were geography, arithmetic, and reading. ‘The drawing of maps 
was successfully introduced. Reading was very thoroughly taught, 
and much was done to form a correct taste, founded on a knowl- 
edge of the principles of this important, but too much neglected; 
branch of education. 


District No. [X. Agent, Mr. Marcenus McConihe. This school 
was taught, both summer and winter, by Miss D. Susan B. Milti- 
more. ‘This fact of itself is a strong testimonial of success. The 
school seemed composed of younger scholars than most others in 
this part of the town. ‘The good order of the school, during the first 
term, was broken in upon by the improper interference of one or 
two of the parents. While it is true that parents can do much to 
aid a teacher, and benefit a school, it is none the less true that they 
can do very much to injure a school, and discourage a teacher, and 
counteract the well directed and earnest efforts made to maintain 
good order, and awaken interest in the exercises of the school. On 
the whole, the success of the teacher was quite satisfactory to the 
committee, and she earned for herself a character for perseverence, 
and untiring effort for the good of her pupils. 


District No. X. Agent, Mr. E. P. Parkhurst. Summer and 
winter terms taught by Miss Sarah W. Fisher. Miss Fisher labored 
hard and faithfully in her school, and so far as could be seen, with 
good success. ‘The improvement of the scholars was generally 
good. Order and government for the most part well sustained. 
The fact that the district were desirous of retaining Miss Fisher 
during the winter term, is a sufficient evidence of their satisfaction. 


District No. XI. John Eayrs, agent. Summer and winter 
terms were kept by Miss Mary Ann D. Allison, who had taught the 
summer school in 1849. Miss Allison found that the school had not 
made that improvement which was desirable, during her absence, 
and that order had not been sustained. It therefore required the 
most untiring exertions on her part, to restore the school to that 
condition in which she left it the preceding fall. She succeeded in 
accomplishing the object in as short a time as your committee had 
reason to expect when she commenced, (they knowing the true 
condition of the school.) The school, after having been restored 
to order, has made rapid progress. Miss Allison gave such univer- 
sal satisfaction, that the district continued the school by subscription, 
so as to fill up the vacancy between the summer and winter terms. 
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Miss Allison seems to possess all thé requisite qualifications fot 
teaching, and so far as your committee are able to judge, spared no 
pains on her part, to promote the interest of the school. Your 
committee, knowing her abilities to teach, expected much improve 
ment, and are happy in saying that they have not been disappointed 
in their expectation. ‘There has been a continued progress in all the 
branches taught. Your committee found, at a late examination of 
the school, not the small ideas of children, but such as would do 
credit to manhood. Children from 8 to 12 years old, were enabled 
to answer questions in geography and arithmetic with as much 
promptness as those generally who present themselves for teachers: 
Their reading was excellent, which showed that the teacher had 
taken much pains to have them understand all punctuated marks. 
And finally, we think the school is second to none of the same age 
of scholars in the State. The district design to enlarge their school 
house the ensuing spring. 


District No. XIl. Agent, Mr: Eben B. Tuck. Summer term 
taught by Miss Harriet A. Gould. We believe Miss Gould has not 
had much experience as a teacher, but she seems to be well quali- 
fied. We noticed that there was not that order which we would 
have been glad to have seen, on visiting this school the first time: 
At this time we found the scholars good readers, so far as pronun- 
ciation was concerned, but were deficient in punctuation and accent, 
which Miss Gould was enabled to remedy ; and at the close of thé 
school we found the reading excellent. The teacher seemed anx- 
ious to do her duty, and will, with experience, rank high among 
teachers. 

Agent, Peter E. Smith, Esq. Winter term kept by Miss Lucy 
D. Tolman. This school advanced in all the branches pursued by 
them. The satisfaction given by Miss Tolman was such, that the 
district continued the school, by subscription, four weeks, at the 
close of which time your committee visited the school, and weré 
pleased with the promptness with which the scholars were enabled 
to answer questions in arithmetic and geography. We found that 
it was not a prepared lesson, but had been stored away in the minds 
of the children in the whole course of the winter. We noticed 
that order had been restored. ‘This school house is well construct- 
ed, and spacious, from which we think the district will derive great 
advantage. We think Miss Tolman is entitled to high rank as a 
teacher.

The foregoing report exhibits all the transactions of the Select- 
men and Superintendent of the pauper farm, in relation to town 
affairs, for the year ending March 6, 1851. 


The number of paupers at the farm at the present time, is ten; 
which is about the average number for the year past. ‘The inmates 
have enjoyed very good health the past year. No medical assist- 
ance has been called since April, 1849. 


The superintendent’s accounts exhibit a greater balance against 
the farm than might have been anticipated under more favorable 
circumstances. ‘The corn crop was very much injured by the ex- 
treme wet weather during the early part of the season, and a large 
proportion of the potatoes were destroyed by the prevailing malady. 
The inventory shows an increase of property over any former ap- 
praisal, to an amount nearly sufficient to discharge the present debt 
ef the town. 
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_ The expenses for building and repairing bridges and roads, have 
been more than usual, exceeding in amount the expenses incurred 
for that purpose in the year 1849, by the sum of $165.84; and the 
amount paid for support of the poor, in consequence of sickness, 
has been unusually large. It will be seen by the above that the 
town is now in debt, above the available means to pay, in the sum 
of $332.11.
